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A Winter’s Cruise In Eastern and Southern Florida.— 
No. I. 


BT FRIAR TUCK. 

Thanksgiving da; dawned bright and beautiful, as the “ Crazy 
Jane" lay muored at Jones' wharf, Jacksonville. The craft so 
euphonloualy named was my cat-rigged yacht which had been 
thoroughly refitted and fully equipped for a winter’s cruise on the 
waters of eastern and southern Florida; her dimensions being 
as follows; length over all, twenty-five feet, beam, nine and one- 
balf feet, flat bottomed, and drawing when folly loaded, but six¬ 
teen Inches. Experience bad taught me the necessity of light 
draft combined with safety and comfort, therefore the “ Jane" 
bad been constructed with a view to all these requirements. 

I had decided to make the trip up the 8t. John’s river as far as 
there was water enough to float the boat, and, although discour¬ 
aged by many, who declared It to be Impossible to sail on the 
upper St. John’s against the strong current, not to speak of the 
Interminable windings, narrowness of the river, and the difficulty 
of finding one’s way without a guide, I saw no reasou for chang¬ 
ing the programme That genial gentleman, and ardent sports¬ 
man, Dr. Kenworthy, urged me to try the west coast, picturing 
Its advantages In most glowing terms; still I resisted the Inclina¬ 
tion for pastures new, and was content to go over some old 
ground for the sake of what I knew lay beyond, besides, I found 
the doctor had never visited Indian river or the eastern coast, 
and therefore could scarcely be deemed a fair judge of the rela¬ 
tive merits of both sides of the peninsula. 

Everything In the shape of plunder, “ dunnage" and stores 
bad Its appropriate place. Ammunition boxea were on a war 
footing, guns were secured in closed racks made for the purpose, 
and all that remained was a careful conning of list and memo- 
randa, lest some Important Item had been overlooked or forgot¬ 
ten, and the “ Jane" would be ready to spread her canvas. 

High twelve bad been fixed as the hour of departure, bnt 


that beautiful and graceful mode of progression, peculiar to Flor¬ 
ida, known as “poling,’’ and at dusk, were aafely ashore on the 
point. While looking about for a good camping spot, we were 
hailed by a man who proved to be a clever sort of chap and In¬ 
vited us to take up quarters at hts house during the night. 

We found he occupied a substantial building, and had just 
married a nice looking Cracker girl, who was still all 
blushes and shrinking timidity. He was susceptible to the usual 
Floridian weakness, and upon being rather too plentifully sup¬ 
plied with lemons and sugar, gave a performance (double act) 
which will long be remembered by those present. The occasion 
was one calling forth extraordinary effort, and the success was 
proportionately Immense, but no amount of applause could elicit 
a repetition. 

At daylight the next morning I was awakened by the howling 
of a northeast gale, and looking out on the river found Its sur¬ 
face resembled a miniature ocean, In fact It was more thau a 
miniature—rather a full length portrait. It was at once evident 
to my mind that to attempt starting, under Buch circumstances, 
would be folly, as there were momenta when the wind blew so 
fiercely (t would have been Impossible to carry a yard of canvas. 
To be weatber-bound by a head wind Is endurable, or, at least, 
partially so; but to be obliged to remain In harbor, with a fair 
wind, Is one of the few cases where the Indulgence of mild pro¬ 
fanity Is excusable. However, there was no help for It, and 
weatherbound we remained for three days. Whi'e giving our 
dogs a gallop, Tom fouqd two bevy of quails within a few hun¬ 
dred yards of the bouse. This served to brighten our view of the 
delay, and Immediately after breakfast Charles and myself took 
the field; we shot for about two hours when It began to rain. 
Returning to the house we counted twenty two quails and fifteen 
doves—not a bad bag for the Introductory shoot. 

After three days’ waiting, the norther having abated somewhat, 
I determined to risk a start. Everything was made snug, and 
with closed ca' In and double-reefed mainsail, the “Crazy Jane ” 
fairly flew before the wind. The run from Lavlsta to Green Cove 


calmed on Volusia bar, four miles from Volusia, and hoping to 
reach that place before dark, the oars were unslung and an 
breeze produced; but rowing a heavy boat against a strong cur¬ 
rent permitted of but alow progress, and ere half the distance 
was accomplished the rain came down In torrents. When we 
reached the landing It was after nine o’clock, exerythlog wet, and 
we dined on snake bitters and hard tack. 

For dinner we have black baas, venison, fresh tomatoes, pota¬ 
toes, and—coffee 1 We always have It I .Sometimes with “ long’* 
and again with “ short " sweetening, or “ bar-fatted." It la the 
main Item on our bill of fare. It Is milk and water, and whisky 
and medicine combined, settled by a dash of cold water, and 
drank without milk, It Is a perpetual well spring of good feeling 
and strength. Tea Is only used to distinguish Sunday. 

For breakfast we have bacon, quail, venison, and flap-jacks 
made In the good old-fashioned way, and tossed In the air In the 
most approved style of “ flap >’ art. (It Is said the settlers here 
can throw them up the chimney, and catch them, right side up 
with care, outside the door.) Save when flap-jacks are served we 
have fresh bread three times a day. It la much easier to trans¬ 
port flour than hard tack, and light warm biscuit makes a won¬ 
derfully agreeable substitute. Then we have beans. “ What Is 
camp without a bean I” A camp without beans would be an ab¬ 
surdity, as much so as a “ cracker ” kitchen nant hog and hominy. 

But sometimes, while the raw material Is abundant, the poor 
devil who cooks has difficulties to contend with, of a very 
serious nature. Wood is scarce, or the wind blows so hard his 
Are leaves him—or the Band and ashes fly In every dlah. Then, 
sometimes, ground, wood and sky are wet; there Is plenty of 
smoke, no flame, and, Anally, the whole Is drenched with rain. 
But, with a Floridian appetite, what do you care, even though 
your bacon, coffee, and apple sauce are full of rain water I Water 
Is clean. 

After reaching Pllatka, the wind hauled to the southeast, and 
I concluded to take a few days there at the quails, knowing from 
experience how plentiful they were. We remained three days, 
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owing to the thousand-and-one delays incidental to “ getting 
ready"—a large portion of which were Interregnums occupied In 
parting “ smiles", libations to Diana,—It waa after three o’clock 
when we moved out Into the stream, amid the cheers of the 
“ Tognl ” circle of friends assembled for the purpose of doing 
the proper thing In the way of a send-off. 

Scarcely three miles from the city, and the little breeze with 
which we had been favored died away, and we drifted slowly up, 
on the last of the flood tide. 

While we are sleepily watching the clouds and whistling for 
wind,let us take the opportunity of Introducing the Individual mem¬ 
bers of the party. At present they are three In number. First, 
we have Charles, (surnamed The Active,) new to camp Ilfs In 
general, and Florida In particular, and correspondingly excited 
and surprised by the novelty of his position. Then we have our 
friend Tom, who accompanies us ss far as Sanford only. Tom Is 
a genial fellow, not much of a hunter, but “great” on black 
bass flahlng. Lastly, myself, Capt and owner, and as neither of 
the others possess the faintest knowledge of sailing a boat, that 
monotonous pleasure falls exclusively to my share. For general 
utlUtv man, we have a “ fifteenth amendment” who calls him¬ 
self “ Happy John DeBar;” winner of the six minute “ goas-you 
please" “Ham" championship, and known more familiarly as 
"Savannah,’’ among his constituency. 

We found that John's happiness, depended greatly upon what 
was behind the " Bar," for Its continuance. His Inordinate love 
of snake medicine kept him continually looking for reptiles. He 
wss at any time willing to take the chance of a bite, provided the 
medicine was furnished In sufficient quantity. We bad been out 
but a week, when one night he dreamed of falling Into a den of 
rattlers, and, getting out of his berth presumably In a somnam¬ 
bulistic state, drank enough “ Rye” to founder a mule. The next 
morning be swam ashore. 

As the sun was setting, and the calm still prevailed, I decided 
to camp at Point Lavlsta for the night with the Idea of making an 
eerly start the following morning. We accordingly resorted to 


8priogs, a distance of thirty miles, was made In three hours and 
twenty minutes. This waa my first experience with the “Crazy 
Jane " In ugly water, and the result was so satisfactory that I 
should not have hesitated after In taking her out In any weather 
short of a gale. ' 

We remained at Green Cove until the next day at noon—tak¬ 
ing a sulphur bath Internally as well as externally—and then 
ran to Toeol; made camp and called It “Camp Sand,” from the 
fact that we managed to eat and carry sway more aand here than 
at any other place—the air was full of It, and, bad we remained 
long enough, we should, beyond doubt, have been In the same 
condition. 

At Tocot our camp-life began In good earnest. Now, there are 
two Indlspensablea to a comfortable camp—wood and water (and 
If the sportsman Is traveling by land he must add another to the 
ll»t, grass, for his stock). I think I hear some one say: “ Why, 
there ongbt not to be trouble about water I ” Ah I but the water 
of the 8t. John’s river, although fresh, Is by no means lit for 
drinking or cooking purposes, and a continuous use of It gener¬ 
ally results In swamp fever. 

Wood Is also as Important an Item. A greater portion of the 
dead wood found in Florida la what the natives call light-wood 
(spelled phonetically lle-tud). It Is resinous pine, and makes a 
very hot Are; but owlnt to the fierce blaze and black smoke, 
It la never used for cooking when anything else can be procured. 
For a camp Are at night, however, It has no equal. 

For fear the spot selected as the terminus of each day’s run 
should be lacking In the first requisite, I had provided the Jane 
with a cask, the careful filling of which was entrusted to Happy 
John, with the solemn assurance that If any river water or other 
objectionable matter was Introduced therein, he would be keel¬ 
hauled and forced to walk the plank. 

We dine at six o'clock ; not for the purpose of conforming to 
fashionable usages, but for convenience' sake. There were ex- 
oepttoAa to this rule, however; occasionally we did not dine at 
all. For Illustration: After crossing Lake George we were be¬ 


an d then ran to Beach’s landing. The firm of A. .1. Beach <fc 
Son do a thriving nursery business, and have a fine orange 
grove. They show a greater variety of fruit—each orange having 
a distinct flavor—than I saw at any other place. We were 
kindly received by the family, and have to thank Mrs. Beach for 
one home like breakfast. To look at the good lady, one could 
almost fancy Martha Washington had stepped from the canvas. 

We were also well received at Wells’ landing, and treated not 
only with courtesy, but to a bogus alarm of fire by one of the 
facetious ladles of the family. I make particular mention of 
these places, because on the St. John's river In most cases the 
sportsman Is received simply as a financial machine from which 
to extract money. “ Bleed the Yankees," Is a popular motto. 

The run to Welaka, and from thereto Lake George was devoid 
of particular Interest. We camped one night at Fort Oates, In¬ 
tending to cross Lake George the next day, but a northeaster, 
accompanied by rain, delayed the crossing until two days after. 
The lake Is eighteen miles wide, and quite shallow, and anything 
like a heavy wind renders It unsafe. When we started to cross, 
everything waa calm and placid; wind light, from the northeast, 
but before a mile bad been passed, “ a change came o'er the 
spirit of our dreams,” and I waa obliged to come to anchor, and 
double reef, the spray, meanwhile, making a clean breech over 
the boat at every plunge. Once straightened, however, we made 
the distance across In two hours and thirty minutes After 
crossing Volusia har, and getting again In the narrow river, the 
wind left us, and we were treated to a pouring rain, besides being 
obliged to row the “Jane" nearly four miles. 

The next day, I believe It was Sunday, as my notes Indicate 
that we drank tea on that date, we participated In a general dry- 
Ipg match, and were soon In good order. 

Owing to the quantity of water with which the Interior coun¬ 
try was Hooded, the river, very narrow at this point, waa show¬ 
ing a current of at least three miles an hour. This rendered the 
nsvlgstlon of a sail boat tedious and unaatlafactory. I therefore 
determined to obtain tow from one of the paaalng steamers, and. 
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„ „ |„ answer to tbe wW>, the “ Hattie” -me PO® 11 * “<} 
whMilQK around toe bund. Her captain proved obliging, and 
lde the "J»ne” laat 1 bad hoped Lake Monroe would be 
set In ae .taring a twenty-dr. fool -11- 
bolt fastened behind a steamer running nine knot* to the hour, 
proved anything but cbU^ play. T^ ^rowne- of t* river 
the abundance of snag* and I—«Mfh *■•**> 
tbe exercl— of extreme watehfufne— end —re. Several tlm— 
the “Jane” seemed determined that her bon— should there And a 
final r—ting place. We reached Sanford tafely at nine o dock, 
and although no accident bad befallen us, the escape, were both 
narrow and numerous, and I certainly breathed more freely when 
we floated on tbe broad bosom of Monroe. 

As 1 had promised to wait at Sanford for my friend Card, 
whose arrival was not expected until Christmas, It wm decided 
to make camp between Monroe and Lake Jessup, where the 
shooting andfishing were alike excellent. The site selected we 
named Camp Skeleton, and It proved to be one of the prettiest 
of all our camps. A shell mound twenty feet above tbe river 
level, affording ample room for tbe tent and tables, and also 
abundance space for swinging hammocks. Onour Ileft was an 
orange grove In full bearing, to the right an Indian burial mound, 
and in tbe rear of that, a dense hummock. The burial mound 
was rich In curtosltl- In the shspe of human bones, beads and 
arrowheads, but we found It difficult to get bon- sufficiently 
well preserved to bear removal. Some good specimens were 
obtained, however, pirtlcularly of skull, and detached Jaw bones, 
the teeth being In perfect condition. The bodies appeared to 
have been burled In a sitting position, one sbove the other, In 
Dvr&mtdal shape, » layer of —nd, and In some cases shells, 
between each Her of bodies We penetrated, later on, to portions 
of the state never before visited by Northern sportsmen, and 
opened many mounds, In all of which the -me general character 
Is tics prevailed, although the number and variety were gre*tly 
Increased. The question of their origin Is an Interesting problem, 
and affords an Inexhaustable theme of study for the archeolog¬ 
ists.

A Splendid Conntry. 

HOW ENGLAND LOST OREGON AND WASHINOTOH TRHRITORT. 

If the coeeton of Oregon to the United States, by the Ashbur¬ 
ton treaty of 1846, w— In reality eventually determined by tbe 
consideration that the territory was not worth keeping, It must 
be allowed that tbe grounds for the decision were singularly 
erroneous. And what makes the error the more extraordinary 
to the fact that It wm not based upon mere bear—y, but upon 
the report of the commissioner specially -nt out by the British 
government to examine the country, and -certain Its rriue. 
The legend still survives that the agent wu chiefly Influenced to 
an unfavorable opinion by the circumstaa-e that the salmon he 
found swimming In the Columbia could not be Induced to take 
the artificial fly; and this serious short,coming of the Pacific 
fish, meeting him at the very outset, would no doubt have a 
chilling effect upon the sportsman commissioner. We may — y 
however, by the way, that this abstention, although the rule 
to not absolute. Without altogether accepting the current story 
of the commissioner's report, we may assume that It wm of an un¬ 
favorable character, and the author of It must have been smitten by 
a marvelous blindness to the essentlal elements of material wealth. 
Probably his examination of tbe country wae as limited In extent 
— It w— superficial In character, so that he —w only the rugged, 
forest-covered district along the coMt. The fertile valleys of 
Western Oregon, which now yield rich harvests of the plump—t 
and whit—t of grain, and fruits of every clime In unexampled 
profusion, the grassy val— and uplands e—t of the 
range which now form the gr—log grounds of Innumerable —t- 
tie * and the stores of mineral wealth hidden away ln th « 
mountains, remained unvlsltad and unknown. Yet It -eras 
strange that the ewarmlng fish of the bays and rivers, the crowd¬ 
ing salmon and trout, the cod and herrings and °y 8 *f re ' l “® 
magnificent timbers of the boundless for—ta, the mighty water 
power of the Columbia, did not strike the observer os containing 
of extraordinary wealth. The truth to that the ehor- of 
the Pacific were far away from England In tho—days—ont of reach 
and possibility Of usage-and resourcee so inacceselble. even f 
recognized, would hardly be deemed of great value, and- this 
grand and fertile region wm tossed over to the United Btatea 
with Indifference or contempt. But after all, although the 
Judgment upon which It wm founded wm so mis¬ 
taken the transfer to not to be regretted—since It 
WM lust and right—for the American government ap¬ 
pears to have made out by far the b—t title to the land. The

The AocIIimUoh and Den—Mention ef CwM Animals. 

•T isadoss oaorraiT saist-hilaire. 

(Edited st Th sodom uill.) 

Id do part of the world b— such enthusiastic attention been 
paid to the acclimation and dom—tlcatlon of animal* m ln France. 

One wealthy and powerful aodety (Id Sorts!* d'AceUmataUm) has 
flourished ln Parts sin— 1854, and h— every rear published In 
monthly parts a large octavo volume giving the hlatory of Its 
dolnga during the year. Affiliated with this society are numerous 
minor on— having the —me ends ln view,In many of the title* and 
large towns The parent —clety bu also a very fine park which 
takes the place of a zoological garden m well M farntoh— tbe 
subjecta for experiment with reference to the alms of the society. 

One of the most eminent of tfle members of the society, and for 
some time Its president, w— Isidore Geoffrey Salnt-Hllalre, who 
w— at the same time a member of the French Institute. This 
—vent published originally In 1847 a work which wm —veral 
tlm—reprinted until finally In 1861 It appeared m a volume of 
about 550 pag— ln a fourth edition.* This work seemed to the 
present editor to be — Interesting and still timely that he pur- 
cbased tbe Illustrations, and now propo—s to publish It by chap¬ 
ters In the columns of the Chicago Field. The tranilatlon has 
been done under his supervision and partly at bit dictation by a 
short-hand reporter, 8omeUm— it may be thought the transla¬ 
tion may follow too closely the French Idiom, but this, ln too 
opinion of tbe editor, Instead of being a fault, Is a virtue. Fre¬ 
quently, In the pernsal of scientific works translated from othei 
languages, be hM been —mpelled to wish that the original had 
been more cloeely followed In the translation. 

The acclimation and domeetl—tlon of animals appeal to sc 
many —ntlmenta and demands of humanity that It la surprising 
that — little attention hM b—n paid to the aabjecto, by the En¬ 
glish ape*king peoples. But even leM hM b—n done for the sub¬ 
ject ln Ameri— than el—where. England and her Mveral Aus¬ 
tralian coloul— have their acclimation societies, but this country, 
so far M known, not one. Yet the qu—tlons Involved, appeal to 
tbe gentleman of leisure from an esthetic point of view, and m a 
lover of nature to tbe sportsman, to the farmer ln —veral ways, 
and to th—e that eat, drink, and wear clothing,—ln other words, 
to every one. It Is to be hoped therefore that the Introduction 
of the eminent Frenchman to Americana, may be weloome. No 
ediUon of toe work offered, hM been published Bin— the death of 
Geoffrey Balnt-HUalre It may be thought, therefore, that It I* 
rather antiquated, but the facto are of such s nature, that very 
little change would be necessitated, and aim—t all that Is re¬ 
quired Is the addition of a little supplementary Information, giv¬ 
ing tbe r—ulto of re—nt experlmento. This will be supplied, ln 
future. 

INTRODUCTION.—Present state or the question* rela¬ 
tive TO THE DOMESTICATIONS OF ANIMALS. 

The history of humanity exhibits toe -ten—s and the arts be¬ 
coming perfected, from century to —ntury, and every genera¬ 
tion nfarchlng, to add by its own efforts, to the results obtained 
by previous ones. As a rule, even, the movement of progress 
bM not only continued to the pre-nt epoch, but hM advanced 
with accelerated ratio m it hM approached It. But, by a singular 
anomaly, of which perhaps not a—nd example can be cited, the 
efforts with reference to tbe acclimation, and especially domestica¬ 
tion of animals, offer In their totality, an exactly Inverse courseL 
From to—e primitive times, of which fable aloDe has preserved 
some vague reminiscence, up to historic antiquity, and from all 
the latter to modern times, the achievements In that direction 
havedecrea-d, doubU-s very Irregularly, but nevertheless ln a 
marked degree, until finally the movement, after having become 
more and more slow, hM been completely arrested. 

Since the epoch when, after the discovery of America, there 
were Imported Into Europe three animals of very unequal u—, toe 
turkey, the muscovy duck, and the guinea pig, what truly Im¬ 
portant conqu—t have we made over wild nations? Not one. 

Toward the middle of the eighteenth —ntury, our pheasant 
preserves, and our artificial ponds have become enriched with 
four birds, imported, one from North America, the others from 
China; but to toe auxiliary or alimentary animals, which pre¬ 
viously enriched onr farms and our water courses, not . single 
one hi been added ln tbe iMt three -nturies. Run over the list 
of the useful domestic animals which we now possess, and It will 
be found that Geaner and Belon would have been able In their 
time to furnish the same list without a single name the less.

meat of >11. A standard of strength ni adopted for above four 
grain*, which 1 * strictly adhered to and none others are made nor put 
on the market,and, to say the least, the Dlttmar from that time Is of 
a* even a strength sa the charcoal powders. The powder Is made 
so that although It has no more rending or local expansion 
power than black It gives equal or better peuetratlou on pattern 
It Is comparatively slow and must be well wadded and rammed 
In shotrguns, whereas In rifles the confinement must consist In 
large, tlght-flttlng bullets alone. No more care Is needed lu load- 
lug the Dlttmar than the black, as long as the way of loading It 
Is a correct one, and this Is fully described In the new directions 
which accompany each cannlster. As remarked before,'no high 
explosives are contained In the Dlttmar powder and It Is simply 
Impossible to explode the same by concussion or friction. Noth¬ 
ing but a spark, or such heat, which will Are the unprepared 
wood fibre, of which It Is composed, will burn or explode this 
powder. It le nothing but oxygenated wood fibre, and the pro¬ 
cess of manufacture Is In short the following: 

The wood fibre Is at first cleansed and purified; In other words 
all dirty, gummy and resinous substances are extracted, and It Is 
then, In a chemist's language: Carbon, 13; hydrogen, 10; oxygon, 
10. It Is then oxygenated by the process patented by Mr. C. 
Dlttmar. This oxygen and a small portion of nitrogen Is got 
from nitric acid, but the resulting compound contains no nitric 
add, because the same has beeu thoroughly destroyed and 
decomposed. No more so than charcoal powders, though 
saltpetre, which Is one of the bodies of black powder, Is com¬ 
posed of nitric acid and potash. After oxygenation, the Dlttmar 
is a compound chemical body, and reads: Carbon, 13, hydrogen, 

oxygen, 33, and nitrogen, 3. The Dlttmar process of oxygen¬ 
ation Is more Intimate and complete than any other. No sulphur 
being contained lu the Dlttmar to unite with potash, no sulphuret 
of potash Is formed giving a sticky, offensive smoke; otherwise 
the gases created upon explosion are the very same os from black 
powder, only purer, free from dirt and smoke. As no carbon Is 
consumed, there Is none left In the form of dirt. 

It Is only since a number of years that a method was discov¬ 
ered to present the oxygen to the carbon In safe and effectual 
way without the aid of potash as is used In black powder. Salt¬ 
petre as used In the manufacture of gunpowder, consists of nitric 
add and potash. The elements of nitric acid are nitrogen and 
oxygen, and the saltpetre Is used to carry the oxygen to the car¬ 
bon and form carboulc acid gas, which Is the power eliminated by 
the explosion. Sulphur Is being added to the above bodies to In¬ 
crease the rapidity of the combination, and prevent the absorp¬ 
tion of moisture by the charcoal. A black powder consisting 
only of charcoal and saltpetre, would give fully as much strength 
and explosive power If well confined and rammed In a gun, as 
If sulphur was added, but Its Ignition and combustion would be 
too slow aud It would leave too much residuary matter. This 
again explodes the ridiculous Idea that the Dlttmar contains 
some chemical substances which will affect the barrel and eat 
deep Into the metal. The fact Is, that the polish of the barrels 
is not os much affected as by the residuum of charcoal powder. 
The excessive dirt of black powder, however, compelB one to clean 
the barrels after a certain number of discharges, which many 
using the Dlttmar, although the cleaning Is not the tenth part of 
the labor, unwisely neglected. 

Being an Interested party, I shall not attempt to praise and 
explain all the advantages of the Dlttmar powder, but before 
closing I whould like to say a word to those who doubt that the 
DlMsnar Is able to do as good execution as the beat of block 
powder. Capt. Bogardus, although he bos shot about as much 
Dlttmar as anybody, especially at glass balls and some in the 
Held, I think bad never much experimented with It, and had not 
the confidence In It he had in bis old favorite brand of black 
powder, judging from what he used In his pigeon matches when 
ills money and reputation were at stake. In his first match with 
Kred Erb he used black In both barrels, and was beaten. In his 
second match with Mr. Erb, he for the first time used Dlttmar in 
his first barrel and made the biggest score on record at the long 
rise of thirty yards, Euglish rales, excelling especially all records 
lu first barrel kills. Yet this was the first time the Dlttmar was 
used by a shooter of note In such a match, and on the first trial 
the powder accomplished what black powder In hundreds of trials 
never could. Fred Erb also says that Dlttmar powder beat him 
This Is a little nut, which I leave to the doubter* to crack.

strong euough to carry me through all " trials and tribulations” 
or I cannot presume to be termed a sportsman In the best sense 
of the word. 

Vldocq seems to think that burning witches was wrong and 
therefore Sabbath shooting Is right." Yes, I do think burning 
witches was wrong. Don’t Reno think sol Surely we do not 
havfi lo this day and age of the world, In the cultured town of 
Cedar Rapids, a defender of that cruel practice or a supporter of 
a law that has left a hideous stain upon the record of our ances¬ 
tors. I however only referred to “Auld Lang 8yne" to show 
that some laws were wrong lu principle and Injurious to the 
people, when not founded on justice, or were so framed and con¬ 
structed as to be oppressive, aud restricting to men In the liber¬ 
ties to which they were entitled, and I truly believe the Sunday 
law to be wrong. Nor do I think society demands Its enforce¬ 
ment. That there Is Sunday shooting done all over the state la 
well known, and few If any cases of arrest, fine or censure Is 
I'roaf that society does not demand a strict observance of the day. 

The law that caused " Servetus" to be burned at the stake 
was certainly unjust, eveu If endorsed by the Illustrious John 
jalvlu; however, It was designed for the protection of society. 
But was It right to enforce such a law I Wo think not. Our Im¬ 
pression Is that ‘ Reno's position Is similar lo that of John Cal¬ 
vin, that the law mutt be observed, simply because It exists. 
As regards the “ bang” of shot-guns, to the t/nrttmaa the sound 
Is pleasant, snd If unpleasant to the Sunday man, there at least Is 
an equality In the matter. Like* and di»tlte« should not be con¬ 
sidered, but the actual Injury done the 8unday man, before mak 
Ing the sportsman a criminal. I know sportsmen who respect the 
, , 8 D *f> Hni1 who worthy, and truly believe It a violation 
of Divine law, to shoot on the Sabbath; for these men I have res¬ 
pect for I know them to be earnest lathe matter. 

And again, I have met sportsmen (?) who were too fastidious 
to shoot Sundays, and these “ pinks of perfection" were always 
ready to shoot the farmer’s dog, and take extra pains to leave 
the gates open while passing from field to field. If this latter 
class are true sportsmen, I do not wish to wear the title. 

I do not know how Sunday shooting would affect the sports¬ 
men of Cedar Rsplds, but I do know that sportsmen here ate 
shoot Sundays, are not ostracised or condemned by the Ixttt dt- 
Isene; and as to the morality of our town, I will say that we 
have twelve eburebe* In full blast, and our dty should compare 
nvorably with any In the state, while for business we rank any 
town In the West. Vioocq.

Editor Cuicaoo Kiki.d:—I have noticed In four valuable 
paper from time to Ume, article* on the Dlttmar powder teats, etc., 
and 1 would add tha following aa another conrart to IU u m. I 
J° tt l«J>l*ee about one year ago, and started a kennel for 
boarding, breaking, and fitting doge for the field. I bought a 


flue, but plain gun (Charles Daly's). I used a good grade of 
black powder, which did well, Indeed, very welt , as some of the 
Toledo gemlemeu sportsmen con verify; as they came on invi¬ 
tation to shoot woodcocks. I generally worked the dogs, and 
let them do the abootlng. Occasionally they would miss, when 
I would get In a shot, and (as we say) " wipe thelreyea;" but 
whether to attribute It to my using better powder or my charming 
Daly gun, I can’t say, but certainly not on account of my being 
a better shot, for I am an old man of sixty-five; but at the same 
time If you can find a man of my age that can kill more wood¬ 
cocks, snipes, or quells than I can by taking equal number of 
shots, I'll pay for all the oysters we can eat. 

But I started to say something about Dlttmar powder. This 
Spring os a test I got two cans of It, my third can Is very nearly 
gone; It appeared to do well. I made good shots and killed at 
some very long distances, but still was debating which was the 
best, the Dlttmar or black powder. I concluded to test them 
thoroughly. I loaded twenty-four shells, twelve with Dlttmar, 
and twelve with black powder, put In the same 
quantity by measure of each, two black edge wads on 
powder and one ou shot, and loaded them the same every way as 
near as possible. In some I put No. 4 shot, and others No. 5. I 
measured off forty yards, aud for target I had cottonwood boards 
about eighteen Inches square. I shot at one side with Dlttmar, with 
one barrel, and then turned the board around and fired my other 
barrel with black powder, and so alternately. And my test proved 
conclusively to my mind, that the Dlttmar was preferable. Al¬ 
though the block powder made equally as good targets, the Dltt¬ 
mar showed better penetration, and the recoil was slightly In fa¬ 
vor of the Dlttmar; and another thing In favor of the Dlttmar, It 
makes scarcely any smoke, which In cover shooting would be de¬ 
cidedly in Its favor. And again, I can shoot my gun one hun¬ 
dred times with Dlttmar, and It will not be as dirty as it will to 
shoot five shots with black powder. 

Hereafter I will use only Dlttmar powder as tongas I can get it, 
and I think It only needs to be tested by sportsmen tocoinc Into 
general use. I would say as others have said, I have no Interest 
In this matter,other than as this Is an age of Improvements In ev¬ 
erything, let us have the best. The Old Man.

The scientific equivalent* of the English names, lu the case of 
the reference, to Scott's work and the sections under which the 
specie* are described lu Hallock'* are added by the prea.nl writer 
ID iMicieU. 
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What la the Silver or Wray Mallet I 

Id Genlo C. Bcott’a “ Fishing In American Waters," (p. 4 66 
and In the third part of John J. Brown's “ American Angler’s 
Guide," published In 1876 (p. 848), a game Osh Is Indicated 
under the name of sfleer or gray mullet which Is not at present 
Identifiable from the data given. It may be one of two or three 
known species, or It may bo different from anything conjectured. 

We would be very much obliged to any of our readers If they 
could give us the elements to settle the questions, either by an 
exact description, or better still, by the transmission of sped 
mens to the writer at the Smithsonian Institution. 

Scott, under the caption of “ The .Silver or Gray Mullet," gives 
the following Information: 

“ This la a beautiful Bab, white and sclntlllent below the 
lateral line, with Infinitesimal scales. Its favorite feeding- 
ground Is along the coasts of Maryland, Virginia, and the Caro¬ 
lina* its weight Is from a quarter to two pounds; very tender, 
toothless mouth; to be fished for with fly-hooks like the smelt, 
baited with a bit of fish or clam; back of head, black; dorsal and 
caudal fins, dark gray; lower fins, very light. The white 
mullet Is taken In the bays and saline estuaries of the Caro¬ 
lines and Virginia In night-time, by rigging a punt with boards 
painted white, and attached to boat at each side, and lighted by 
a pine-knot fire In tlje bow of the boat, when one person rows 
gently and a second person raps with his hands each Bids of the 
boat. Attracted by the light, the white boards at the sides, and 
the thumping noise made by the callere, the fish leap Into the 
boat by hundreds, and It la said that If the light Is not extin¬ 
guished, the white mullet will leap Into the boat In such num 
here as to swamp It. It seems almost a fish story, but the retail¬ 
ers of the story are so numerous and respectable, that I believe 
It Implicitly.” 

Brown, under the heading, “ The Silver Mullet gives essen 
tlally the same facts, and adds little or nothing to the In 
formation given In Scott's description and figure. His words are 
as follows: 

«The silver mullet Is well named, for nothing, not even the 
polished metal Itself, can exceed the brilliant white of the sides 
of this dainty little fish, that Is taken along the coast of the 
Carolines, Virginia, and Maryland.' 

" There Is but one dorsal fin, situated In the center of the 
back of this beautiful little gem of the salt water, and directly 
opposite on the belly are the ventral fins. The head Is nearly 
black, and thetaU forked. The back Is dark as far as the lateral 
line ’ and shades down to the most beautiful white, and the 
delicate little scales shine with a brilliancy hardly approached by 
any other fish. Weighs from half a pound to a pound and a half, 
and sometimes two pounds. 

« n is a most delicious pan fish, and Is taken with Bmall pieces 
of crab or clam on a trout-hook with bass rod, aud sometimes 
with lighter Implements.” 

What can this fish be! It Is not mentioned In any way (at 
least under the above given namesl In the early parts of Brown’s 
work, nor In tho works of Herbert, Norris, or even Hallock. 
The descriptions given by Scott and Brown are too vague aud 
Indefinite to determine the species with any exactness, and the 
original figures published by Scott, are often so absurdly Inac¬ 
curate that no reliance can be placed on any of them. But to 
far as both description and figure In this case go, they agree better 
with the Klo]>e eaurue, than with any other species of our coast. 

On the one hand the Slope eaurue has the slender fusiform 
shape represented In 8cott’s figure, and the fins are not very un¬ 
like In form and position; at least they agree In those respects 
better than with any other known species. Elope also Is “ white 
and sclutlllant below the lateral line,” and “ the delicate little 
scales shine with a brilliancy hardly approached by any other 
fish." Elope also " weighs from half a pound to a pound and a 
half and sometimes two pounds.” It has also ‘ delicate little 
scales," although by no means “Infinitesimal scales," Inasmuch 
as there are about 110 along the lateral line. It also agrees in 
that “there Is but one dorsal fin situated In the centre of the 
back,” “ and directly opposite, on the belly, are the ventral 
fins ” Such are the points of agreement between the Silver or 
gray mullet and Elope eaurue. On the other band, Elope eaurue 
has well developed, although small, teeth, and not a very ten¬ 
ter toothless mouth,” as the ellver mullet Is said to have, and the 
mouth Is large, with the Jaw bonesextending far backwards,while 
the silver mullet Is represented In Scott’s figure with a small . 
mouth and Indistinct Jaw bones. In a critical author these of 
course would be very weighty objections, but Mr. Scott has been 
so very careless and rash In statement and illustration that no 
undue weight muBt be attached to either his descriptions or 
figures Further, no mention Is made in any other of the angling 
books of the Slope eaurue except In the following tergus by Un¬ 
lock (p. 406) i 

“Jackmarlddle; pounder; big-eyed herring; Elope eaetrue, 
Linn.—Color, pale green In upper part, and white with roseate 
tints at the sides; fins, yellowish; leogth, thirty Inches. Taken 
with hook and bait from June to October. Not esteemed as 

f< *Agaln, no mention Is made of a silver or gray mullet In the 
lists of Maryland fishes given In the Reports of the Controls 
Stoners of Fisheries of Maryland, and what is said of the Elope 
eaurue throws no light on the question. Under the head ot 
Elope eaurue we are simply Informed that It “ enters our large 
rivers from the salt waters of Chesapeake Bay, but. seems do be 
quite uncommon. Specimens hive been taken In the 8t. Mary s 
river. One from Tangier Bound measured twenty Inches In 
length." (Ubler and Lugger In Report Jan. 1, 1876, p. I 83 -) 

On the whole, however, It appears at present to be most proDs- 
ble that the eilver or gray mullet, may really be the Slop* »<r“™ 
It Is scarcely possible that It Is either the Strungne feres or AIM* 
eonorhynchue, or even some fish unknown to Ichthyologists. 
Nevertheless It Is mnch to be desired that the question may he 
cleared up, and we shall heartily welcome any Information our 
friends may be able to give us. - 

The Slope eaurue may readily be recognised by the following 
characters In addition to those already Indicated. 

The body Is fusiform but moderately compressed and wlin « 
flattened breast; the scales are small and closely adherent; trie 
lateral distinct and running along about 110 scales; the heso _ 
conical (but compressed) and pointed; the mouth '*rg*i 
Intermaxillary bones short, and the supramaxlllary e*t*nd bars 
ward further than the eyes, the lower Jaw projects slight ) 
beyond the upper and beteaeen tie rami is an oblong gular now. 
there are vllllform teeth In the Jaws as well as vomer, peisii 
and pterygoid bones, and In the tongue; the dorsal 1* '

I have thus Intimated that It Is not (m/weriN- that the silver 
gray mullet Is the Store, because that fish agrees better 
Scott’* and Brown’s deacriptlon or figure than any’ otbsi 
We mnet remember, however, thet wbat little we ’

tion. But, then, what can tbelr flab be I Let It be recallen 
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th« condition* Imposed by both authors compel ui to look (or * 
g t b with s tingle median <lor§ai sod extremely minute ieaU», living 
In the »U tsolw. These condition* confine the Inquiry within 

narrow limit*. 

|(, however, we entirely disregard these conditions, there, sre 
Aube* which snswer to certain other of the conditions, snd whose 
congener* of British wster* sre actually called gray mullet. 
These fishes belong to the genus Mugil (M. lineatut, M. albulo). 
They associate together In Immense shoals; they sre much ad¬ 
dicted to leaping out of the wster; they may be angled for as 
Indicated ; the mouth Is small and almost toothless, and the size 
answers essentially to that attributed to the silver mullet. 

Hut the Mugil has a body entirely unlike that figured by Scott; 
there are two very distinct and widely separate dorsals (of which 
the first has four stout spines) and the scales are very large 
•bout forty along the lateral line). And what shall we say to 
the agreement between two author* (each giving the informa¬ 
tion as original) as tO form and uumber and position of the fins, 
etc.! The Inference would not be favorable to the latter of them 
nor to the accuracy to say the least of either. Therefore, while 
expressing no positive opinion, I present the facts and possibili¬ 
ties such as they seems to me. Had it not been for the poettlve- 
ness of the descriptions and the agreement of two different 
authors, I should be inclined to select Mugil as the fish intended 
hy the name In question If compelled to select which of the sev¬ 
eral indicated It Is most likely to be. 

At any rate, among the fishes Ibua noticed It appears probable 
we must look for the silver or gray mullet. Nevertheless, it may 
be something else, (poeslb)y even a cyprlnld or catastomld). In 
any event, we need not be surprised If we shall find that the fish 
meant, Is entirely different from what it might be thought to be, 
with the description or figure alone to guide us,

The Red Snapper of Florida. 

Throe letters have lately b.-en addressed to us from different 
parts of the country,asking what are the proper name and relation¬ 
ships of the red snapper of Florida, which has within the last five 
years become quite popular In New York, whither It Is brought 
from Florida. We therefore give the following details. 

The first record of the red snapper In any work on game fishes 
occurs In Genlo C. Scott’s “ Fishing in American Waters.’’ On 
pages 453 and 454 (“Part sixth, Southern Fishes, and how 
angled for,” chapter II, section second) he treats of the species 
and calls It the red snapper, Lutjintu ay a Mr. Scott has not 
Informed us who told him the name, but (for a wonder)- he Ib 
very nearly correct, for, although the species is apparently not 
the true Lutjanm aya It is very closely related to It, aud the 
Identification with that form Is therefore quite excusable. Mr. 
Scott gives a brief descriptive notice and figure, but both are 
quite Incorrect or misleading, and consequently need not be 
noticed except In the way of caution against them. The follow¬ 
ing data, however, are given for what they are worth: 

“The color of this fish is vermilion on the back and a lighter 
tint of red as It approaches the abdomen, which la a light pink. 
The eyes are red, with black pupil. Its average .weight Is about 
twelve pounds, though it attains to very great weight—some say 
one hundred pounds. Its meat Is creamy white, flaky, aud juicy, 
and by many Is supposed to be the best dinner fish of the coast. 

“The red snapper Is found in greatest numliers in the bays of 
the Bahama Banka and the Gulf of Mexico, and the Florida*; but 
it Is taken throughout the western archipelago. It spawns In the 
Spring season, aud, like the striped bass aud others of that yetlut, 
it requires from one to two months to lay Its eggs. 

"This fish belongs to the sain e getnu as the black snapper, 
which my learned friend C. thinks may belong to the wrasse 
family, though I believe It Is one of the baas or mackerel tribes. 
It Is quite certain that it is an excellent commercial and game 
fish, affording capital sport, and I leave the rest to the scientists.” 

Lest our readers may be misled, It seems best here to say that 
the species not only does no! belong to the same gen us or tribe as 
the striped bass or black snapper, but belongs to a different 
family from them as well as from the wrasses or mackerel. It Is 
most nearly related to the dogfish (orlho/erittlt and Hirmulon. ,) 
and sparlds (porgy, shcepshead, etc.) 

As to Its capture, Mr. Scott says It affords "good sport to rod 
and reel, or with the troll, biting readily at a sliver or pearl 
squid, or to a hook baited with a piece of mullet or porgee." 

A second and apparently Independent notice of I he red snapper 
was published In “ Part Third," of John J. Brown’s "American 
Angler’s Guide” Issued In 1876, (p. 344). The following facts 
are given: 

THE hep snapper. — f.utJaunt Aya. 

Called red from Its color, and the latter appellation from Its 
habit of snapping at the bait, Is an exclusively Southern aquatic 
inhabitant. The form of the flab and the disposition of the fins 
are very similar to those of tbe black trout [This is erroneous. 
T. G.J In color they are unlike any northern fish, being a beau¬ 
tiful bright red en the back, blending Into a lighter or softer color 
on the belly; color of the eye red, with a dark orb. Their feed¬ 
ing grounds are In the Golf of Mexico ani( along tbe coast of 
Florida, In the channels of the Islands In the vicinity, and as far 
south as Cuba. They are taken with the rod and stout bottom 
tackle of twisted gut or gimp, by still fishing, with mullet, crab, 
or prawn for bait. Hand line trolling with a light metal, bone or 
pearl squid, is sometimes practiced with success. They are an 
active fish and give much sport, seldom weighing less than ten 
pounds, and orten turning the scales at forty and fifty pounds. 
The meat of this Ash Is quite white, bard and moist, and of fine 
flavor. It Is highly relished as a table fish. 

A good notice of the specie* Is also given In Mr. Charles Hal- 
lock's excellent " Sportsman’s Gszetteer,” but be hss done In this 
Instance wbst be has rarely done elsewhere—confounded together 
two entirely distinct fishes. The notice In question is given on 
page 400 under the caption of " Bed snapper; red grouper— Srr- 
rauut rrytbrogaeler, Cuvier ; Ri<inephelut moriu, GUI.” Tbe red 
'•>apter Is the lutj sens buiekfordii, of the family of I'rLtti poma- 
lots; the red grouper the KpinepMut moriu < Strrauut trytbrugae 
ire, De Kay, not Cnvler), of the family of Serranidt. The notice, 
however, pertains almost entirely to the Lutjanui, with the ex- 
csptlon, perhaps, of tbe paragraphs relative to the small fish of 
Mosquito Inlet and In part to the color. 

The specie* was first properly Introduced Into scientific litera¬ 
ture by Mesare. G. Brown Goode and Tarleton H. Bean, in 1878, 
In the " Proceeding* of the National Museum," (vol. 1, pp. 176- 
177). Tbe description there given Is a* follows: 

Lutiamiis Blacktordii, tp. i*o*, Goode A Bean.—Tbe well- 
known Red Snapper of our BoutWn coast baa, strangely eoougb, 
never been scientifically described. This Is dne to an erroneous 
Identification of this species with a common West Indian form, 
l.ulianut aya, from which It differs In several particulars, notably 
In tbe slae of the eye and of the scale*. 

Tbe spades Is dedicated to Mr. Eugene G. Blackford,N*w York 
City, to whom tbe National Museum I* Indebted far many bun- 
■Irrds of specimen* of rare fishes, and by whoa* vigilant study of 
tbs New York fish markets sevrrsl spades have bean added to the 
>*naeof the United States. 

W* base our description upon a fresh specimen (No. 91,330), 


sent from Pensacola, Fla., May —, 1878, by Mr. HI las Stearns, 
which Is twenty-six Inches long, and weigh* Ilf; also two well- 
executed casts, one, No. 13,515, obtained by Mr. Milner, In 
Washington City market, 1874* thirty Inches long, and one. No. 
90,978, thirty-three Inches long, obtained from the Savannah 
Bank, March, 1878, by Mr. Goode. 

Duignotit .—Body much compressed; Its upper profile ascending 
from tbe snout, with a slight concavity In front of eye to tbe 
origtn of the spinous dorsal, thence descending In a long curve to 
the base of tbe caudal; under profile much leas arched. Upperand 
lower jaw of even extent Tbe greatest height of tbe body equal 
to length of head. Least height of tall equal to one-tbtrd of the 
distance from tbe snout to the pectoral. Greatest height of bead 
slightly lees than one-third of total length, Including caudal and 
three-eighths of length without caudal. Pneoperculum finely and 
evenly serrated, except at the angle, where the dentlculatlons are 
coarser: a slight emargtnatlon above the angle, In which Is re¬ 
ceived an elevation upon the Interopercular bone, and two 
shallower emarglnatlona above. Tbe maxillary falls short of the 
vertical line from the anterior margin of the orbit, the mandibu¬ 
lar bone of that from the middle of the orbit. Eye circular; Its 
diameter contained seven and one-third times in tbe total 
length of the head. Length of snout nearly equal to that of 
maxillary. Length of mandible equal to half the height of the 
body at ventral*, and equal to or slightly less than distance from 
snout to centre of orbit. Distance of dorsal from snout about 
three times the length of snout; Its length of base nearly equal 
to that of the pectoral. Tbe length of Its longest spine Is equal 
to twice the second anal spine, and about three times that of the 
first dorsal spine. The first dorsal ray Is twice as long as tbe 
first dorsal spine, Its longest ray nearly equal to the first ray of 
the anal. 

Distance of anal fin from snout equal to two-thirds of total 
length (caudal excluded), twice as far from snout as Is the 
pectoral; the length of Its base slightly more than that of mandi¬ 
ble; Its first spine half as long as Its second spine; its third spine 
slenderer, and slightly longer than the second; its first ray Is 
about twice as long as Its second spine; Its longest ray equal to 
middle caudal ray, or, In young specimens, much longer; Its last 
ray half the length of the first. 

Caudal much emarglnate, crescent-shaped; the median rays 
two-thirds as long as the external rays. 

Pectoral midway between snout and anal; Its length twice that 
of the maxillary. Distance of ventral from snout equal to the 
height of the body; Its length three times that of second anal 
spine. 

Jtadial Formula. —B. VII; D. X, 14; A. Ill, 9; C. 17 +; 
P. I. 10; V. 1,5. 

Scalet .—8, 50, 15. Scales extending half the length of tbe 
anal rays on tbe membraue; ou the external caudal rays nearly to 
tip, and with alight traces upon the spinous dorsal In front of the 
spines: and In the soft dorsal somewhat more extended. 

Color.—Uniform scarlet. Centre of scales lighter, also belly, 
which Is silvered; Inside of axil of pectoral darker maroon.- 

This species Is closely allied to the Luljanut torridue of Cope, 
but differs In several particulars, notably (1) the smaller eye; (3) 
the greater number of dorsal and anal rays; (3) the smaller and 
more numerous scales; (4) the less emargtnatlon of the tall; (5) 
the shorter ventral fin (according to figure of Cope); (0) the 
higher occipital crest; and (7) In coloration. 

Professor Cope’s type measured 14 Inches; ours range from 33 
to 171- 

Lingual teeth In two patches; the anterior cordate, with emar¬ 
gtnatlon posteriorly; the other ovate-lanceolate, broadest ante¬ 
riorly. Vomerine patch a quadrilateral flgure,wlth concave sides, 
and with the longest sides posteriorly. Palatine patches some 
what spatulate, broadest posteriorly.

The Dog as a Fisherman. 

Nashville, Tenn. 

Editor Chicaoo Field: —I was told some time ago of a tel¬ 
ler ilo</ owned by a gentleman In this state having been trained 
by bis master to aid him In certain of his fishing expeditions, 
when It became necessary to have the waters at certain places 
disturbed In order to get tbe fish In motion. I was a little In¬ 
clined to think the story a very good one for “ Field Yarns,” 
but the following extract from an old work printed nearly fifty 
years ago, certainly corroborates the above. 

“While riding from Portrush to the Giant's Causeway (Ireland) 
In company with a number of gentlemen, we had occasion to ford 
the river Bush, noted In that country as a fine salmon stream, 
and at the mouth of which fishermen set their nets to take these 
valuable fish. Our attention was first attracted to a large, rough- 
haired dog,which was plunging about In the water and swimming 
from bank to bank, barking, and showing by his great activity, 
evidently, deep Interest In something In the water. The fish¬ 
ermen had set their net In a peculiar way to which none of us had 
beeh accustomed; one end was made fast, to tbe shore while tbe 
other was taken out Its full length Into the sea, forming some 
what of a semi-circle, two or three parties In boats above the 
net beating tbe water* and making as much noise as they could, 
while others on the shore were steadily drawing the seaward end 
to the shore, the meanwhile tbe dog continued his barking and 
occasional plunges into the water. When tbe operation was 
over and tbe fish taken from the net, we asked one of the men 
what the dog had been up tot Tbe answer was that be had been 
trained to do what we bad noticed, to scare any fish that might 
be in the shallow water, down to the mouth where their net was 
set, and that he was of as much service to them sa several men. 
The same fisherman told us that on several occasions the dog had 
succeeded In driving bis game into shallow water, thus enabling 
some of the men to take It But what was more sagacious In 
tbe dog was that when pursuing a fish In shallow wster, If by 
chance It would make Its escape Into deep water the dog would 
take to the bank, run at great speed toward the sea, then take to 
tbe water snd do all In his power to turn the fish, and that often¬ 
times he had been known to succeed ” Climax.

BT LEATUEKHEAD. 

Mr. T. B. Bowers’ BandlL 

Tbe field trials this season have been decidedly of an encour¬ 
aging character, aa notwithstanding tbe disappointments expe¬ 
rienced by s few In puppies getting distemper at tbe last mo¬ 
ment, or otherwise going wrong, there have been signs thst any 
one going In for the amusement of breeding setters or pointers 
may be s recipient of honors with representatives of s most unpre¬ 
tentious kennel, st least as far aa numbers are concerned. The 
Field Trial Derby, aa tbe principal puppy stake of the year, la 
naturally more sought after than other honors connected with 
pointers or setters and tbe statistics of that event show that In 
six years no individual owner baa won It more than once, and 
that in four caaea out of the six It has been won by moderately 
sized kennels. James Bishop, a highly respected keeper, ran a 
very good second on tbe first anniversary of tbe event, and this 
year One of bis own breeding and breaking has come out the ac¬ 
tual winner, but tbe second setter In the stake belonged to a gen¬ 
tleman who breeds a litter or two of puppies a year, and as a 
recreation from severe brain-work of a literary nature, be breaks 
a few pupplea himself, and bas occasionally run one or two at 
field trials. Ample proof la given here by such a gentleman run¬ 
ning third In a field of twenty-five, that many others might take 
up tbe same sort of recreation with similar chances of Bucceas, 
and that provided any one becomes possessed of a well-tried 
strain, he may be as likely to take honors as the wealthiest 
commoner or nobleman with his boundless moors and countless 
keepers. This it as It should be In every English pastime, aa the 
most baneful Influence connected with sport would be monopoly, 
and the greatest drawback both to bunting and shooting Is that 
such sports esnnot be pursued without great expense, and there 
they are limited to fewer than they should be. It Is on this ac¬ 
count that foxes are not as well preserved as they might be, and 
that game preservation becomes unpopular; but In these cases 
there Is no help for It, aa the laws of property or of society will 
It so, and therefore It la satisfactory to note a species of sporting 
competition that the less favoured of us mortals can enter Into 
with chances of success and at no very ruinous cost. A man 
may have very little regular shooting of his own, but may get a few 
days now and then, and for such opportunities whenever they 
offer he may like to have a good Better or pointer. Field trials 
give further Inducements to keep good ones, and therefore hun¬ 
dreds of people, without owning land, might enter Into the 
amusement of breeding dogs for field trials with quite *s much 
reason at any rate as breeding dogs for shows. There Is a deal 
of excitement In tbe actual competition of animals as to what 
they can do, and consequently the zest Is greater In racing and 
coursing than In our more passive sports of skill, or, again, of 
showing animals for mere appearance. It is, therefore, remarka¬ 
ble that more people do not go In for held trials, Independent even 
of those who require large kennels for shooting; and I am at all 
times glad to see fresh adherents to the cause, and to s<y them 
also take their share of honors. It Is a novel pastime, however, 
which has been by no means free from jealousies of the most 
reprehensible nature; and It must have been remarked that the 
breeders of setters have been for the last seven years at least In 
a state of chronic disorder on those particular lluce which 
would relate to charity towards one’s neighbor. It bas been a 
common order of things to bear dogs abused, or still more fre¬ 
quently to have seen dogs of well-earned reputations at shows 
suddenly decline In popularity for no earthly reason whatever. 
The Laverocks have lieenthe principal victims of these unknown 
disparagements of character, and really to own a Laverock was 
to become abused. Mr. Reid’s Sam, Mr. Bayley’s Victor, Mr. 
Fllktngton’a Dash, Mr. Fletcher’s Rock, and Mr. Laverock’s Blue 
Prince have all been In the depreciation list, and to show how 
the style of thing wss carried on I could mention that by owulng 
a Laverock myself I got Into the Inquisitorial category, 
for, on some one happening to see my dog he turned 
round to me, and said, “That Is not the animal In quea 
tlon.” “ Why not?" was my reply. " Because,” said my friend, 
he has been deecribed to me as quite different;" “ And,” I 
added, “ by some one who has never seen him.” That a great 
deal of Injustice and barm has been done In this way can sell be 
Imagined, aa the more one sees of performances at field trials the 
more one Is coavlnced that, the merit of the setters of the present 
day la due to old Laverock’s breed. It rotgbt have been better 
still If more use had been made of tbe pure Laverock sires, such 
aa Mr. Reid’s Bam and Mr. Pilklngton’s Dash, for now that we 
have been getting on lu setter breeding we find unmistakable 
signs of merit coming out In after generations tbat strain to 
these and other Laverock sire*. Except In the case of two Irish 
setters and a Gordon, every single setter tbat has ran at tbe late 
trials Inherits Laveraidt blood, and It la singular that tbe winning 
setter of the year, Beau of tbe Ball, I* -the produce of a combina¬ 
tion of abused sires, namely, Mr. Pllklngton’a Dash (the best 
Laverock sire, I have thought, lu England , Frank, a very highly 
abused dog, ditto Ranger tbe Second. It will have been seen 
that tbe above Dash was sire of the second In the stake also, Mr. 
Esst’s Day Star, who was oat of s bitch by Blue Prince, snd I 
bsve no hesitation In saying, snd I know It will be proved, thst 
Mr. Pilklngton’s Laverock strain, through his Llll, Is tbe cross 
par exrtlleuee with the Bine Prince division, there being soother 
Instance of It st tbe late trials In Mr James’ Dors, by Rocket, 
son of Rock, brother to Mr. Pllklngton’s Dash out of Daisy, by 
Blue Prince. 

A much-abused sire, Indeed, hss been Mr. T. B. Bowers’ 
Bandit, snd yet I am bold enough to express a strong opinion 
tbat ws have not beard tbe last of Bandit or hi* descend¬ 
ants. In fact, I think we are likely to bear a great deal 
more about him, and I think there Is vary great reason to hold 
Bandit st the present Urns In greater esteem than soy other setter 
sire In England. He ws* got hy Pride of tbe Border out of Mr. 
Llewellln’s Nellie, snd belonged to tbe same litter a* Bine 
Prince, these two being the only one* of the litter sa far a* I 
bars ever beard, or at least there haa never been a brother or 
sister to them seen In public. There Is no getting sway from It 
thst both Pride of the Border snd Nellie have been perfect sue 
cesses st the stud, sa, sport from Blue Prince, Pride of the Border 
bss been an Immense success In America, crossed either with 
pur* Laverock* or other strains, snd Nellie crossed to *u out 
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e train produced Nora. Norua, and Novel, all first-class bitches, of 
course; but I thought wbeo I saw her the other day that Novel 
surpasses anything I have ever seen, bar old Countess, being a 
lovely bitch to gate upon, and a wonderful performer. We know 
then what Blue Prince ha* done through hla descendant Daeh II, 
and there will be another famous Btraln from the little Prince, or 
1 shall be very much mistaken. Why will not Bandit also tell, 
perhaps at any time, through his sons and daughters! and *g»ln 
through further generations from him, as he Inherits all Blue 
Prince did, aud whether he strains to Pride of the Border or 
Nellie, It must be equally telling. In color he holds to Pride, 
liver and white, though not marked so heavily as Pride of the 
Border, being liver flecked with an even marked liver head, and 
it Is somewhat singular that whereas a good many of Blue 
Prince’s children were liver and white, to-wlt, Daisy, sister to 
Dash II, Whitchurch Bess, Fred V, and La Kelne, there has 
hardlv been oue liver and white Bandit, but all black, or blue and 
white'. This shows a straining to Nellie, but In formation Bine 
Prince and Bandit are nearly the same dogs, about the same also 
—Bandit a shade the bigger, the shape of the head being the 
same, smaller and more cut or chiselled than most Laveracks, 
as many of them are a trifle heavy headed, and the set of the ear, 
low down, was the same In both, with the setting of the neck 
lean aud free to the shoulders, and the particularly bent stifles 
are the same. The greatest resemblance, however, was In coat, 
which for softness and thickness of texture surpasses the Laver- 
acks of the Pllklngton’s Daah and Rock etreln. Bandit’s color 
has always been against blm as a show dog, and I question 
whether he has ever had quite hlB due, for I am certaiu old Blue 
Prince never had, as when I saw Prince at Mr. Laverock’s about 
fortnight before he appeared for the flret time In public at the 


and punkloa, and the ways and walks of the ” nigger,” than 
they had heard for many a day.

the flitting life of man, In the ashes, his grave, and In the smoke, 
the ascension of the hunter's soul to heaven, that some one— 
whose dialect Indicated his color—knocked at my door, saying,

“What! for me 1 You must be mistaken; where did he come 
from! Where did you get It, and what sort of a pup Is 111" 
were questions that were piled to Jake, to which he scratched 
hla woo! and replied; .

correct for taking him point for point there never was a better- under enny succumstance. So keep your eye skint an er aat 
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shaped one. I have never seen Bandit excepting at a show, but 
I hear that he, too. Is quite another dog when seen in his swn 
paddock. Mr. Bowers has kept him very much to himself, as 
although at the stud he has always been at very prohibitory sort 
of prlceB, ten and fifteen guineas a bitch, anil be has bad very 
few besides his owner’s. That he gets good shaped ones we have 
seen by bis Blue Belle, sold by Mr. Bowers for a high figure to 
Mr. Douglas Duucan, and I should say likely to be one of the 
beat brood bitches of the day, as she possesses substance and all 
the Laverock quality and coat. Like many breeders Mr. Bowers 
has been unlucky In rearing Laverock puppies, but thla year he 
seems in much better luck then his neighbors, as I am told he 
baa three litters of Young Bandits, two of them from pure Laver 
ack bitches, and numbering sixteen puppies now over three 
months old, and the best Mr. Bowers has ever bred. 1 like the 
young Bandit bitch Mr. Bowers ran at Mansfield the other day, 
as she Is a very lively one, with plenty of pace and go, though 
only half broken. Mr. Bowers Is desd on Laverocks, as he brought 
out Blue Belle, who showed what the breed could do three ycare 
ago, and those who will Btlck to the pure ones, like Mr. Bowers 
aud Mr. Dalntry llolllns, must be useful to the cause of Better 
breeding, for If others leave off doing so, or are led away to 
another drift, and there Is no one left to continue the pure we 
shall most certainly lose quality If even we gain size. I hope 
certainly to find a more charitable feeling, and to bear fewer 
abusive reports about those who actually dare to Infringe upon 
the patent of keeping pure Laverocks, us this I will say, that those 


thing In dar don’t go home strate, jes’ ’zamlne de elements to¬ 
morrow an’ see ef you ain’t got de roelancholly.' So now, boss, 
I’se'llevcd oh all ’sponslbillty an' ’spenseobmlnd, kase heah I Is, 
an’ dar’s your purp.” 

After assuring the trusty bearer that I thought he had 
•< mended" that drink. Mars Bob gave him. once or twice, and 
giving him another pull at a little coaree-looklng Jug In the 
wood box, I dismissed him, and turned my attention to the un¬ 
seen treasure In the box, which noon stretched Its hampered 
limbs before the warming embers, ate of a little warm milk and 
bread, reviewed Its new surroundings, chased Its little hall across 
the floor, then laid at my feet while I named and christened It

square head, and solid, glossy liver coat, bespoke In tones, louder 
than Its tongue could cry, the heritage of the renowned and prac¬ 
tical native King Philip, and the royal lineage of the highly bred 
but unsophisticated blue Ada, now dead, and lamented by her 
owner, A. R. Heyward, of Rock Hill, 8. C., an admirer and lover 
of fine flops, snd a ripe scholar of the 44 olden, golden tiroes, ’ 
which Plover has depicted so graphically and honestly ; wherein 
men “lived and breathed, and had their belne," over as fine and 
better dogs than ever scaled the ladder of fame at field trials, 
under the eyes of fickle judges, and with the help of Innumerable 
" flushes,” false “ draws,” an occasional chase, and a brilliant 
retreat to the flag-staff of Llewellln. 

Thla little treasure to which I have .lluded with sentiments of 
affection, rather than of praise, and which may prove as worth- 


by accident to get to an Impurely-bred dog; no breeder does, but, 
that she la rulued for breeding purpoeea, Is au absurdity, and 
will be found to be such, sod has been by men who have be¬ 
come fully convinced of the facto. That once In a hundred 
times, as Mr. Doyle says, a likeness can be seen to some foreign 
blood la a far-stretched Imagination, and should more properly 
be placed to so accident designed to be hidden by an employe. 
There are but few strains of setter or pointer blood that hare 
been kept Inbred to tbelr purity and color, so long that the Innate 
blood will not crop out, and ebow some foreign color, 
occasionally, to the sire sad dam, but that power la lu the 
lunate blood, Dot a retention of a previous service, 
aud can be traced In every case, to the luborn blood that la hid¬ 
den In the veins of the animals. I would be exceedingly gratified 
If Mr. Doyle or any other student of physiology, can show how lui- 
pore blood can be Infused Into the physical by any such opera 
tlon. As the human body la only the higher grade of the animal 
kingdom, and as It Is more directly, aud peculiarly under our 
supervision, I would point to It, and aak, without giving exam¬ 
ples, as I esn, if amalgamations have not proven my statement 
to be facts. Mr. Doyle speaks of '* the relative Influence of etre 
and dam;" It Is direct, It becomes an existence, lu the offepring 
and that blood Is transmissible, but In the other case, wholly 
different, merely transitory, and ende, so far as retention of blood 
la concerned with the bitch as the breeder. I am aware of what 
Mr. Doyle will base his theoretical proofs on, to negative, what I 
assert, the taking up of blood (Dio the veins from the unborn, 
but I think It Is right the reverse, that there Is an out-go from 
the dam that over-balancea that theory. Fine breeding animals 
are very scarce. Thla sbowa that It la Impossible for man to reg¬ 
ulate so well, that he can have produced to a certainty animals 
that will be euperlor as breeder «, It can only be verified by actual 
tests, In breeding them; own litter slaters are superior and worth 
less, respectively, and no man can tell the cause of It, for the 
best appearing may be the worst. It's the hidden power of trans¬ 
mission, but the genealogical record gives us a guarantee that the 
diamonds are there, aud will appear of greater aud smaller value, 
when we own the diamond fields. I cannot see the pith of Mr. 
Doyle’s comparison of myself to the Irishman who brought up a 
hundred men to prove they did not see him commit the murder, 
thereby to negative the one man who did see him commit It. I 
might compare Mr. Doyle to an Imaginary being who Intimates s 
possession of great knowledge hidden, and yet to be revealed, 
when he chooees to dispel the darkness that now envelops us 
poor mortals ou our side. Qo West, youug man. No! come 
west; we will welcome you, and endeavor to show you that we 
have planted the seeds obtained from Britain In good soil, and 
propose to Improve upon it.

Editor Chigaoo Field;—I have waited with some Impatience 
the arrival of the Chicago Field, that I might see wbat tbe 
public were to know concerning the awards of the New York dog 
show. Your review covers the ground completely, but permit 
an exhibitor to enter into a little of the detail unnoticed by you. 

I speak particularly of class 40, red Irish Betters. 

In the letter from the judges to the W. K. C., I quote: 

“ When the dogs entered the ring In this class we were unani¬ 
mously of the opinion that No. 595, Byron, belonging to John 
Davidson, was the best dog." Now I happened to stand by Mr. 
Davidson and was watching carefully the manner In which the 
judges would select the winning dog. It surprised me when 
John and Byron were called by Mr. Hammond to tbe center of 
the ring, not that Byron was not a fair dog, but that the re¬ 
mainder of the class, an unusually large one, had as yet been un¬ 
noticed. I am positive that then and there Byron, or rather 
Davidson was chosen for first place. We made the usual parade, 
and I never took my eye off the Judges, and will positively swear 
that they did not so much as look at my entry, Tollstone, 598, 
until after the first, second and third place# were awarded, then 
rather thrusting myself and dog In front of tbe judges, one of 
them said, “ a very good dog Indeed, worth a V.H.C." So you 
see accidentally I got a V.H.C. If there Is any difference In the 
V.H.C.'a why did they not carefully decide which was to have 
the first placet I have this to Bay, the judging was not good. 
Elcho III deserved first place and only got It after I had speut 
some considerable time before the board of appeals. I did not 
soek an Introduction to the judges until after the awards, and I 
confess I felt a little mad to discover one fortunate exhibitor In 
close conversation with with one of the judges; the subject wss 
probably outxide the ring, but It looked bad to say the least. The 
awards In other classes than class 40, were outrageous. Champion 
Grouse, In close 82, was so far ahead of Turk, that If my ten year 
old boy had Dot glveu him first lu such company, I would have 
felt like flogging blm. The Judging was not only unsatisfactory 
to exhibitors, but to nlnety-nlnc out of one hundred of the visit¬ 
ing sportsmen.

Please ask for this branch of onr organization a recognition, and ask 
the association to express a willingness to aid the commission In enforc 
Ing the laws, without which our work Is to a large extent lost.

The Twenty-Second Annual Convention or the New York 
State Anaoclntlon tor the Protection of Fish 
and Game, at Seaeea Falls, N. Y. 

From oar Special Repreaeotatlre. 

On Sunday evening, May S3, your reporter left New York 
City to attend, at your request, tbe meeting of the New York 
Association for tbe protection of Bah and game. The day waa 
of tbe hottest, though tbe air waa clear. Upon going through 
tbe train after Its leaving the depot, we found qnlte a number 
of gentlemen with whom you are well acquainted, most worthy 
Chicago Field, and of a body representing an organisation 
latterly formed and known as the Long Island Sportsmen’s Asso¬ 
ciation. This la a club composed of Long Island club*, each of 
which latter la entitled to so many representatives In the former. 
The president of this association la Mr. George W. Chappel, a 
wealthy gentleman who resides In Brooklyn, and who U one of 
the most enthusiastic men In any affair in which be may happen 
to engage, that we have met for yean; genial and pleasant 
In bla manner to nil, he impressed ua as n man whose heart la 
larger even than the breast which hides It Delegates from 
other dnbe were also on the train, but New York City was 
totally unrepresented, a fact for which we cannot account, as 
New York and Westchester counties have'each a large number 
of sportsmen’e clubs, nod we had certainly looked for some of 
them to send delegatee to represent their clubs at the conven¬ 
tion. Your old friends,thorough sportsmen all were on hand. We 
will name Ben West, Bob Robinson, Chaa. Wlngert, Moee Bayllee, 
Frank Thompson, the veteran BUly Hughes, Selorer, Glldereleeve, 
and n host whose names we do not at this moment recall. The 
ride to this place was anything but a meritorious one, save In Its 
hilarity and enjoyment Leaving New York City at six In the 
evening, the carouse waa of the most quiet description until the 
midnight hour waa passed, when the religious portion of the 
party became to the full as much enamored of jest, story, sad 
appetizers as the scoffers of the party- Save for the heat the 
Journey was not a tiresome one, and tlx o’clock In the morning 
found us at Seneca Falla. Stepping from the can we found on 
band ready to greet us delegation* of the Fbasnlx and Seneca 
Gan Clubs.

When this contest was over, It was 
more than dusk, and n rush waa made for tbe village, for tee pur¬ 
pose of a basty supper and an attendance at the meetlDg of dele¬ 
gatee to tee convention to be held at Danlel’a Hall In tbe even¬ 
ing. After dispatching the supper Id a haste that was Inimical 
to good digestion, the r * sixty” under the lead of President Chap¬ 
pel, marched to tee ball we named above. There were found the 
delegates from tbe visiting dube and an equal number of friends 
who seemed as greatly Interested in the details of the meeting as 
tbe sportsmen themselves. At half peat eight the meetlDg was 
called to order by the president of tbe association, Hornee Bllaby. 
The opening address wss delivered by Mr. J. J. Pollard, who wel¬ 
comed those preeent In n speech of twenty minute*’ duration.

The report of the standing committee was called for, and was 
given to the meeting by Its chairman Mr. James F. Lawrence. 
The only suggestions made, were that the length of fly casting 
rods should be reduced to eleven feet, six inches and nine feet, six 
Inches respectively, Instead of twelve and a half and ten and n 
half feet as now. An animated dlzftteelon Immediately arose as 
to whether tee alteration should be made to govern the fly cast¬ 
ing contests of the preeent meeting. At one time the debate 
assumed au acrimonious tone, but the secretary, Mr. Sage, rend a 
clause from the by-laws, prohibiting any change until tbe expira¬ 
tion of n certain number of days. This rendered the change Im¬ 
possible for this union, but tbe vote upon the alteration waa 
unanimously In the affirmative.

This waa a prepared alteration In the rises, making twenty-six 
yard* rise the distance, Instead of twenty-one as now. 

The treasurer of the association, W. J. Babcock, then read bla 
report, which showed In the treasury the sum of $188.31. 

After the acceptance of the treasurer's report, Mr. ’Abel Crook 
took the floor and In n happy speech, briefly and to the point, 
showed tee advantage# 1° accrue to the association If the next 
convention should be held at Coney Island. The gentleman’s argu- 
mente must have proved most effective, for Immediately upon Ita 
conclusion, Mr. Child*, of the Pbcanlx Club, 8enecs Falls, moved 
that tee location of tbe next convention should be at Long Island 
and under tbe auspice* of the Long Island 8porteman'a Associa¬ 
tion. This waa seconded and upon the question a halt dozen 
gentlemen, of as many different clubs, spoke in favor of tbe lo¬ 
cality mentioned. Upon a vote being taken, to the surprise of 
nil. It was unanimous, and was so declared. This happy union of 
sentiment waa pleasing to nil, for I understand It la trie first time 
to yean teat the choice of a location for the year's convention hat 
not been z source of discontent between men a* well a* club*.
